Defense Counsel Norris Lovett 
entered a plea of "not guilty" in 
behalf of his client.

I. N. Cerf First Witness. 
Isaac N. Cerf, president of the 
State National Bank of Corsicana, 
father of Robert Cerf, for whose 
return it is alleged a ransom of 
fifteen thousand dollars was paid 
by the elder Cerf, was the first 
state witness. 
•Under questioning 
by 
special 
prosecutor J. S. Callicutt the wit- 
ness established his age, occupa- 
tion, and location of his residence 
in connection with other houses 
and' points in that neighborhood. 
Mr. Cerf stated he was a native of 
'Corsicana and 
was 
fifty-seven 
years of age. He said his son, 
Robert Cerf, was twenty-five years 
of age and that he had lived' at 
home all of his life. 
When asked by the special pros- 


. ecutpr if he remembered the night 


of December 9h, 1930 Cerf said: 
"I shall never forget it.' 


Told *f Phone Call. 
Cerf, related receiving a phone 


r.icall',ab'out midnight of the night of

the note on the

weighted down with a screw driv- 
;er. 
Cerf exhibited the note and 
screw driver. 
He told of taking 


the note 
into one of the rear 
rooms of the house and 
reading 
it and that his wife -and mother 
were made acquainted with the 
contents. 
Cerf 
also said

wag a piece of black cloth in the 
letter but that he did not know 
where the cloth was now. 


The witness said he was at loss 
•as to what course to pursue and 
phoned N. Suttle Roberts, active 
vice president of the State Nation- 
al bank, and close personal friend 
to come to his house.

With Bank Twelve Years. 


Roberts stated hs was a native 


of 
Corsicana, 
was 
thirty-seven 


years of age and had lived in this 
citv all of his life. 
He said he 
had been connected 
with 
the 
State National Bank for the past 
12 years. 


When asked If he remembered 


the night of December 9, 1930, he 
replied, "I certainly do." 


Roberts told of receiving a tele- 
phone call from the elder Cerf 
the night of the kidnapping end 
told of goinp to the Cerf home, 
where he said he found the entire 
family up. Roberts Identified the 
demand note and told of going to 
to homo of Will R. Knistht, Corsi- 
cana chief of .police. He said he 
returned to the Cerf home, leav- 
Imr about 4 a. m. 


Roberts identified Cerfs 
fifteen 


thousand dollar check and 
told 


of a conference concerning 
the 


raising of the. monev. 


Roberts said he secured the $5,- 


000 in $20 bills, and the $5,000 in 
$10 bills, but that he had some dif- 
flcultv in securing the $5,000 ir. 
$50 bills. Roberts related visiting 
the other three local banks, final- 
lv securing S3.800 li: $50 bills. 
He 
said 
the 
remaining 
$1,200 was 


made up of $100 bills, mostly is- 
sued to State National Bank, sign- 
ed bv the president and cashier. 
He said Cerf broke the bottle of 
ink as directed, etc. 
Roberts 
testified 
that he had 
been connected with the bank for 
12 years. 
He said that he put 


the money In the brief case and 
gave it to Cerf. He had counted 
It three times. 
Threw Key Away 


He testified he locked the brief 
case 
and 
that 
he 
thought he 
threw the key away. 


Mr. Roberts 
testified that he 


went to the Cerf home and wait- 
ed for Cerf there, then outlined 
the route taken by he and the 
negro chauffeur—down Fourteenth 
street, thence on Second avenue 
to Beaton street and 
then out 
the Emhouse road. 
He testified 
that they drove about 35 miles 
per hour. 


Roberts testified that a car. a 


black Ford 
coupe, passed 
twice, 


once this side of Ferris and the 
other beyond Ferris. 


Roberts 
testified that about a 


quarter of a mile south of the 
Trinity river bridge, a car came 
alongside of the Cerf car with a 
man on the running board with 
a pistol in his hand. 
"Stick 'em up," was the com- 
mand, Roberts testified, and the 
Cerf 
car 
was stopped and 
the 


other car stopped about 10 feet 
in front of them, When the same 
command 
was 
repeated 
several 


times. 


Demanded Money 
."Where Is the money?" was de- 


manded by the man who had a 
pistol in each hand, Roberts said. 
."On the seat between us," was 
the reply by Roberts, he testified, 
and the man reached and procured 
the 
money and 
told 
the driver 


to turn the lights off, which was 
done. 
Mr. Roberts 
related 
that 
he 'was assured the boy (Robert 
Cerf) 
would 
be 
home '.'right 


away." 
He said one of those in the car 
ordered 
"move 
on,'1 which 
was 


complied 
with. 
"They were masked," declared 
Roberts, who .said he did not have 
any Idea of the identity of those 
in the car. 
He said that he and 


the driver went to a point near 
Metzgsr's dairy where they turn- 
ed 
around and 
proceeded back 


home, but said he thought the car 
with four men in it passed them 
at that point. 
Phoned Elder Cerf 
Roberts 
returned 
to 
Ferris 


where he 
telephoned 
the Elder 


Cerf, and reached Corsjcana about 
8:30 or 9 o'clock, and 
went to 


Cerf's 
home. 
He 
testified 
that 


he thought there were four men 
in the car when it passed him, 
going about 25 or 30 miles per 
hour. 
He 
said 
it 
was 
a gray 
Ford roadster or coupe. He also 
said that there was a piece of 


black crepe in the letter received 
by the elder Cerf. 
On .cross examination by A. P. 
Mays of the defense, he testified 
that he was in the Cerf kitchen 
on the afternoon he went to Dal- 
las when he met I. N. Cerf. He 
said he sat on the front seat 
with the driver, and that when 
the Cerf car was stopped 
near 
the Trinity river bridge, the car 
of those who procured the money 
came from the rear and passed 
his car on the left side. He said 
he could not be certain whether 
it was a gray Ford coupe or road- 
ster, but thought is was a road- 
ster. 
A cancelled check for $15,000. 


drawn on the State National Bank 
and signed by I, N. Cerf was in- 
troduced.Miller on Stand 


A short recess was given, and 


when the trial was resumed, Cleo 
G. Miller, county attorney, 
was 


put on the witness stand and was 
examined ' by Special 
Prosecutor 


J. S. Callicutt. He testified that 
he became county attorney, Jan. 
1, 1931, that he was 26 years of 
age, 
and was reared in the Ker- 


ens community, and was in the 
investigation of the Cerf kidnap- 
ping. 
He said he had talked with 
the defendant. 
The jury was ex- 


cused upon the motion of the de- 
fense staff, and the county attor- 
ney and 
later 
Will 
S. Knight 
were questioned at length relative 
to promises, etc., and other Inci- 
dents on the procuring of a pur- 
| ported signed statement 
of the 


defendant in the office of the po- 
lice chief after Caldwell had been 
returned here 'from Waco. 


Miller 
testified 
that 
he 
had 
warned him (Caldwell) that any 
statement made by him would be 
used against him, and Miller de- 
nied he had made an agreement 
with the defendant. 
Vigorous Cross-Examination 


The county attorney was sub- 


jected to a vigorous 
cross-exam- 


ination by Defense Attorney Jus- 
tice and denied he had asked him 
to make a statement in 
Waco. 


He admitted talking to Caldwell 
en route back to Corsicana, about 
charges, etc., and of others im- 
plicated in the case. 
Miller said 


he advised Caldwell to tell the 
truth, and also denied telling Cald- 
well that there would be only a 
small penalty. Details of the fil- 
ing of the 
first complaints for 


false imprisonment in the justice 
court at Barry were gone into 
at 
length. 
Miller 
and Caldwell 


went to' school together and had 
known him a long time, but the 
countv attorney 
denied that he 
used 'his friendship with Caldwell 
to procure the statement. 
One Statement Procured. 


Miller said he told Caldwell that 


others had told him (Miller) about 
the case but could not be sure 
whether he mentioned about the 
Nash boys. Only one 
statement 
had been procured at that time 
— (Charles Hassell). Miller stated 
he did not try to mislead Cald- 
well into procuring a statement, 
and admitted he might have told 
him something about fingerprints. 
Miller said he was not 
armed 


when he went to Waco with of- 
ficers after Caldwell and said a 
Waco officer arrested Caldwell. 
The county attorney denied that 


he told Caldwell that If he did 
not make a statement, he (Cald- 
well) would be taken to Dallas 
county on a hl-jacking charge, but 
admitted something was said at 
the time about Dallas, and also 
denied he had told Currie he 
could not make bond. 
Under questioning by Callicutt, 


Miller said he told Caldwell that 
he didn't have to make the state- 
ment and that it would be used 
against him. Miller testified that 
Caldwell admitted writing the let- 
ter to Cerf. 


Police Chief 
Testifies. 


Will S. Knight testified that he 


was not In the room all of the 
time that Miller was talking to 
Caldwell. He said it might have 
been an hour 
before 
Caldwell 
started answering questions pro- 
pounded him by Miller. He said 
he heard Caldwell say something 
about a fine, but did not remem- 
ber what Miller said, and that 
he heard 
Miller say something 


about confession or 
confessions. 


He said he did not hear anything 
about hi-jacking complaints but 
that Dallas was mentioned. He 
denied that Caldwell was told in 
his presence If he made a state- 
ment, no hl-jacklng charge would 
be filed in Dallas. 


After the jury was returned to 


the courtroom. Miller again was 
placed on the stand, and said that 
he warned Caldwell that he didn't 
have to make a statement, and 
that it would be used against him. 
Miller identified the statement. 
Court Takes Recess. 


Under cross-questioning by A 


P. Mays. Miller said no other wit- 
nesses to the statement except he 
and Knight. Mr. Mays asked that 
court recess until ,2 o'clock as 
the defense wished ' a conference 
relative to the 
statement's ad- 


mission into evidence. 


The rule was demanded and all 


witnesses were ordered to leave 
the room. County Attorney Miller 
refused 
to a.gree to allow Mrs.

amined by Defense Attorne-- A. P. 
Mays for more than an nor- The 
star state witness maintained his 
original story, and did not ma- 
terially change his testimony giv- 
en under direct examination 
by 
the State attorneys Friday after- 
noon.

Courtroom Crowded. 
The court room again was pack- 


ed and jammed Saturday morning, 
with scores standing. 
No 
announcement has 
been 


made by attorneys on cither side 
relative to the amount of testi- 
mony remaining, but 
court at- 


taches do not expect 
the testi- 


many to be completed Saturday, 
and the case will go over into 
next week. 


At the beginning of the morn- 


ing session, Robert Cerf was re- 
called for further cross-examlna- 
ion by the defense. He admitted 
that from the time he got in the 
car in Corslcana until Dallas was 
reached that his hands or feet 
were not tied or shackled. He said 
there were two men with him, but 
denied that he knew them. He 
said one of them took his shoes 
off his feet in the apartment in 
Dallas, but also said he could .not 
sleep, going over the 
testimony 


given Friday afternoon closely. 


Cerf testified that 
there was 


only one man in the 
apartment 


the day following the -trip to Dal- 
las. 
He said that he did not try 
to see or find out whether the 
windows in the room were locked, 
and that he thought he could be 
heard if he kicked out the win- 
dow, 
but that he did not try to 
kick out a window. He said that 
his jailer borrowed the $2 from 
him about noon, and 
said 
he 


(Cerf) was not masked or shack- 
led at the time. He said the jail- 
er later had some whiskey and of- 
fered him drinks, but denied that 
he knew the man left the apart- 
ment and denied knowing that he 
went 
a block away and phoned 


for the whiskey. He recounted his 
testimony 
concerning ' the 
testi- 
mony about his companion ask- 
ing him If he would shoot him of 
he (jailer) got drunk. 
Cerf, how- 


ever denied seeing hla guard take 
a drink. 
Cerf said he did 
not 
know 
whether his captor left the apart- 
ment to get the coffee and hostess 
cake served as his lunch at noon. 
He denied that he was willing for 
his father to pay the ransom, but 
he said he hoped that he would.

Under further questioning, Cerf 


said he did not know whether the

told that it was Dallas, but said 
he did not say anything to him 
about the kidnaping, said nothing 
on the street car, the interurban 
station, or on the interurban.

He said that he was not guartl- 


ed in his daily walks about town 
here until after a second note had 
been received. 
Told of Allowance. 


Under 
further 
questioning,

said he was given $15 per week 
by his father for spending money, 
and that he received it on Fri- 
day's. He admitted spending some 
of his money on the girls on the 
East Side and admitted that some- 
times he borrowed monev. but de- 
nied that he 
borrowed 
money 


each week. He said he had bor- 
rowed money from 
Little 
Pole 


Edens about five times, but did 
not remember 
borrowing 
from 


anyone else. He said he had not 
borrowed 
any 
money since the 


kidnaping. He said he had open- 
ed a bank account in the. State 
National bank since the kidnap- 
ing.He was interrogated concerning 
his acquaintance with 
LaVcrne 


Thompson, which he admitted. He 
said he also knew Jimmie Nash 
and Doyle Nash, but denied that 
he knew that Miss Thompson was 
the former Mrs. Jimmie Nash. He 
denied attempting to "date" Miss 


Clco G. Miller, county attorney. 


was recalled to witness stand as 
the first witness at the afternoon 
session. Following a vigorous cross 
examination by Defense Attorney 
A. P. Mays as to how the pur- 
ported confession of Currie Cald- 
well had been secured and

filing of a bill of exceptions by 
the defense against the document 
being admitted as evidence the 
court allowed the purported con- 
fession to be read to the jury 
by the county attorney.

Recounting incidents about the 


introduction to Miss Thompson, 
Cerf testified that she was with 
Mrs. Nash. Jimmle's 
mother at 


the time, and the two women were 
in a car in front of Wilson's 
Drug store. He said It was some 
time before Dec. 9, 1930. He ad- 
mitted calling Miss Thompson on 
the telephone and talking to her 
later. He also said he had never 
asked his father for money that 
he did not get it, and that he 
had charge accounts in town, and 
the $15. allowance per week was 
spending money, and not to buy 
clothes.

He said that he had never talk- 


ed to anyone or intimated in any 
way about getting $15,000 from his 
father. 
Admits Borrowing Money. 


Under cross-questioning by Mr. 


Maya, he said that he thought his- 
father would do plenty 
if 
he 


thought he was in a plot like this, 
but said he would admit it If it 
was true: He admitted that the 
money borrowed from Edens, $2 
and $3 at a time was always in 
the night time. He said he weigh- 
ed 150 pounds and was five feet 
and four or five inches high, that 
he was In excellent health and 
nothing was the matter with his 
eyes, vocal organs, arms, legs, etc., 
and 
said that Hassell 
weighed 


about 135 or 140 pounds. He ad- 
mitted that he (Cerf) was larger 
than Hassell, and also admitted 
that he did not try to find out 
who the men were.

He said he was 
employed at the Matthews Filling 
Station, corner 
North 
Eleventh 


street and West Fourth avenue, 
at the same time that Hassell was 
working In a battery station just 
west of his place—1923-1926. He 
said he could not say that he 
had seen Hassell and Cerf to- 
gether, but that he had seen Cerf 
there about an average of once 
a week during that time, but de- 
clined to say that he had seen 
the two talking together. He said 
he could not say that the two 
had been at the filling station at 
the same time, and that Hassell 
stayed around the station when 
not busy at the battery shop. 


R. E. Hall, Dallas, manager of 


the Sanger Avenue Apartments, 
where Cerf la said to have been 
held, testified concerning the ar- 
rangements 
of 
the apartments, 


etc., 
rooms, stairs. 
and 
other 


things in that vicinity. He said 
the apartment was rented to a 
man giving his name as J. B. 
Bailey for one week on Dec. 5, 
1930. 
and that the rent, was paid 


while he and the renter was in 
the room. He said he did not re- 
member how many of the apart- 
ments were occupied on Dec. 10. 
He said he could not say that 
the adjoining apartment was rent- 
ed at the time, but that the one 
below the "Bailey apaijment," was 
not rented at the time. A photo 
of the apartment house was ex- 
hibited and the witness marked 
several windows, etc. The photo- 
graph was later introduced in evi- 
dence by Richard Mays who con- 
ducted the examination of Hall 
The witness said 
the 
windows 


could have been raised, and that 
it was only 10 or 12 feet from 
the windows to the ground, and 
that the roof of a portico reach- 
ed almost to one of the windows.

alleged holding of Cerf 


in Dallas. He said he 
was not 


acquainted with the "Bailey apart- 
ment," but was with that on the 
ground floor, identical. He . said 
he did not hear any disturbances 
of any kind on Dec. 10. He tes- 
tified that from 12 to 36 people 
used the court between the houses 
daily. 
C. C. Maxey, 510 North 18th 


street, Waco, an auto dealer, said 
he 
knew Currie Caldwell three 


and one-half years, and had been 
Intimately acquainted during the 
past three and one-half months. 
He said his reputation in Waco 
was good. On 
cross-examination 


by Miller, the witness said he did 
not know where Caldwell lived 
on Dec. 10 and that he had not 
had any business dealings with 
Caldwell before Dec. 10.

Kerens Doctor on Stand 


Dr. D. B. Currie, Kerens, physi- 


cian there for 29 years, and of 
Corsicana for a few years prior 
to that time, testified that he 
knew the reputation of Caldwell 
ti Kerens and in Corsicana was 
good. He said he was present at 
the time of Currie's birth. 
Under questioning 
by County 


Attorney Miller, Dr. Currie testi- 
fied that the defendant left Ker- 
ens when -he was seven or eight 
years old, about 18 years ago.

' Cross Examined by SJays. , 
Miller was cross-examined by A, 
P. Mays and outlined the prepar- 
ing of the complaints for false 
imprisonment and their filing in 
the Barry justice C9urt. He said 
he and Sheriff Pevehouse 
went 
to Waco where Caldwell was ar- 
rested and later was returned to 


I Corsicana. He admitted he (Mil- 


ler) 
and Caldwell had been life- 


long friends and 
had 
attended 


school together. 
Miller denied he advised with 
the defendant as to the best policy 
to pursue, and that he didn't have 
in his mind the prosecution of the 
defendant in Dallas county on a 
hi-jacking charge, but said he did 
advise Caldwell to make a clean 
breast of the affair, but did not 
tell him ft would have a beneficial 
effect for him. Miller said he told 
Caldwell that indictments would 
probably be returned the next day. 
He said he did discuss the false 
imprisonment penalty. 
Under re-direct examination br 
J. S. Callicutt for the State, Mil- 
ler said he made the defendant 
no promise and - that 
Caldwell 


signed it after It had been read 
to him.

Under cross-questioning by the 


defense, Miller said he did not 
say he had confessions, but' did 
tell him that Hassell had told him 
all about it Miller said bethought 
he showed Caldwell Hassell's con- 


eA.'°P. Mays opposed the intro- 
duction of the purported state- 
ment of Hassell into the- record 
and dictated a number of objec- 
tions into the record of the case, 
including that It did not connect 
with the present case under trial; 
that it was made in the presence 
of officers and that it was not 
reduced to writing and signed with 
witnesses other than peace 
offi- 
cers. The objections also alleged 
that from the testimony of Knight 
and Miller, the defendant was led 
to believe that it would be to his 
best interests to -make the con- 
fession and promises made Him 
by the county attorney.

He said he own- 
ed the typewriter in question and 
that about December 1, 1930, he 
owned the machine, and identi- 
fied it. He testified he had known 
Chas. Hassell since 1926 and that 
Hassell worked for him in 1926 
and 1927. He said he loaned the 
typewriter to Hassell and that it 
was returned several hours later. 
No questions were asked the wit- 
ness by the defense. 
' 
Bankers Testify. 
O. B. Alexander, -teller of the 
First National Bank of Waco, said 
he had known Caldwell about nine 
months, and that he opened an 
account in that bank Dec. 18, 1930. 
He said .the account was closed 
on May 18, 1931. His testimony 
revealed that from Dec. 18, 1930, 
to May 18, 1931, deposits to the 
credit of Caldwell amounted to 
$4,971.80. The largest deposit was 
on Feb. 21, 1931, for $1,160, and 
the smallest deposit was $20., on 
April 29, 1931. The initial deposit 
on Dec. 18, 1930, was for $430 
The account amounted to $240.30 
when it was closed. The average 
monthly balance was $250. He said 
that he did not keep the books 
of the bank. 
Reputation Good. 
The witness said that Caldwell's 


general reputation for fair deal- 
ing and being a law abiding citi- 
zen was good, and he had had no 
reason to question it. 
F. H. Weaver, assistant cashier 


of the Liberty 
National 
Bank, 


Waco, said he had seen Caldwell 
and that he had had an account 
in his bank. An account was open- 
ed there, Dec. 12, 1930, and that 
at the present time, he has a 
balance of 47 cents. The total de- 
posits since' Dec. 12 amount to 
$2,024.05, and he outlined various 
deposits there of J75, S100, $150, 
and said on Feb. 2, 1931, there 
were two deposits, one for $500, 
and one for $448.05 


Under cross examination by Nor- 


ris Lovett, he said - that he had 
been told Caldwell was in the auto 
business, and that he did not know 
whether Caldwell had an account 
in the bank prior to Dec. 12. The 
witness promised to look up the 
records 
previous to Dec. 12 and 
send to the district 
juHge here. 


The average monthly balance was 
about $200 per month, and that th« 
average number of deposits per 
month were four. 
Under re-direct 
examination 
it 
was revealed that there was a 
check among the cancelled checks 
of the defendant payable to J. H. 
Nash, dated Feb. 5, 
1931, 
for 


$533.20. 
Under re-cross 
examination, it 
..•as brought out that Robert Cerf 
did not have an ' account In that 
bank 
The cancelled check payable to 


J. H. Nash was introduced in evi- 
dence by Attorney Tirey. 
Purchased Airplane.

The car stop- 
ped and the two men got off the 
car and then the two men return- 
ed to the car and the journey 
was continued, with him sitting 
between them.
